PANAMA, Panam a — (ZP) — A 1 
man and a woman fished out of 
Panama 
Bay by helicopter are 
believed to be the only survivors 
ot 25 persons left clinging to tho I 
hull of a launch which capsized 
last Wednesday.

Production O ff Here 
During Cold Wove 
The recent sub-zero cold wave 
struck a numbing blow at com­ 
mercial fishing operations in the 
Delta county area and the fish 
moved into deeper waters of the 
bay, cutting production to a frac­ 
tion of w hat it had been in mid- 
January. 
About 600 persons are directly 
employed in commercial fishing 
operations through the ice in Delta 
county w aters this winter. The 
county has a total of 285 comm er­ 
cial fishing licenses, 
the 
largest 
num ber in the Northern Michigan 
tier of counties. 
Ice Is Thick 
In addition to the men—and a 
few 
w om en—operating 
fishing 
rigs through the ice, several score 
more are employed in making box­ 
es, and in packing, shipping and 
marketing the fish. 
The ice fishing season opened 
well a few days before the first 
of the year and production was 
high for a couple weeks. The open­ 
ing was slightly earlier than in 
past winters. 
Today fishermen reported the

w eather 
had 
apparently 
caused the fish to move into deep­ 
er water. For the past week the 
extrem e cold has frozen the nets 
while they were being raised, and 
the thick ice— 12 to 14 inches—has 
made 
hole-cutting 
slow, 
hard 
work. 
Smelt And Herring 
Roy Jensen of the Jensen& J e n ­ 
sen m arket in Escanaba said that 
conditions are expected to im ­ 
prove as the w eather moderates. 
Smelt and herring production is 
expected to pick up again, and it 
is hoped that a second live car 
of suckers m ay be shipped this 
winter. The first 
carload 
came 
earlier in the season from Ogontz 
and Nnhma. 
Fishermen will start setting for 
whitefish within a few days as 
far south as Minneapolis Shoal. 12 
miles distant from Escanaba. U n ­ 
til the cold w ave the ice had not 
yet formed strong enough to start 
fishing operations over the w hite­ 
fish grounds. A strip of w ater was 
open off the Cedar River shore 
until recently. 
With good ice now covering the 
bay and w arm er weather in pros­ 
pect. fishermen are hopeful for a 
good season the remainder of the 
winter.

Editorials 
Bus Fare Increase Is Essential 
For Maintenance Of Service 
rpHE city council’s authorization to the 
Delta Transit company to increase bus 
fares in the city three cents is in recogni­ 
tion of the financial problem that has con­ 
fronted bus line operators in Escanaba for 
several years. 
Th ecouncil a year ago authorized the 
Delta Transit company, then under differ­ 
ent ownership, to increase the local bus 
fare from IO cents to 12 cents. When the 
present owners acquired the transportation 
company, they decided to experiment with 
the IO cent fare in on effort to attract more 
bus riders. If there was any chance for the 
experiment to succeed, it was wiped out by 
the inflationary trend that followed 
the 
outbreak of the Korean war. 
Operating costs have risen. Thus, it be­ 


came necessary to ask for an increase in 
the fare, this time from IO cents to 13 
cents. 
It is apparent that if the bus company 
operates for long with a deficit, the alter­ 
native is abandonment of local bus serv­ 
ice. That would be unfortunate, indeed, for 
many people who rely on the bus lines to 
take them to work and for many others 
who use the bus for 
shopping 
trips. 
It 
would be bad for the community in gen­ 
eral. 
Just 
how 
the new rate schedule will 
work out can be learned only bv actual ex­ 
perience. If it provides sufficient addition­ 
al revenue to guarantee successful opera­ 
tion of the service, it will be an achieve­ 
ment of public benefit. If it does not. Es­ 
canaba may find itself in the unfortunate 
position that many other cities are in—in­ 
adequate public transportation.

'Cooling O ff Period 
May Reduce Divorces 
'T'HE proposal before the Michigan legis- 
| A 
lpture for a change in the state’s div­ 
orce laws to require a six month “cooling 
off” period before a divorce action could 
be instituted in court is a sincere effort to 
reduce the alarming dicorve rate. If the 
“cooling off” period serves to preserve only 
a few of the marriages that now end on the 
rocks of family discord, it would be worth­ 
while. 
Divorce is not simply a problem for the 
husband and wife. It is a social problem 
that effects everyone. Broken homes in­ 
variably mean higher social costs for tax­ 
payers. lowered living standards and low­ 
ered morale. 
Specifically, the measure introduced by 
Sen. Hittle of East Lansing would forbid 
the start of a divorce case for six months 
after the filing of the bill of complaint. An 
amendment was attached to the bill to per­ 
mit judges to start the divorce case at once 
in cases of 
“unusual 
hardship.’’ 
Judges 
would have discretionary authority in such 
cases and it is presumed that they would 
use the authority sparingly. 
The national divorce rate a year ago 
reached the almost fantastic proportion of 
one divorce for every three marriages. It 
is not surprising that lawmakers are gen­ 
uinely concerned about the problem and 
are seeking means of correcting it. Stabil­ 
ity of the home Is essential for our society.

Peron's Tyranny Is 
Threat To Free Press 
rpHE Argentine newspaper, 
La Prensa, 
published in Buenos Aires, has long 
stood for liberty, integrity and independ­ 
ence in Latin America. So much is it a 
symbol that anything which curbs its free­ 
dom hurts the cause of free journalism in 
the whole world. 
Since he came to powder, President Juan 
Peron of Argentina has made many efforts 
to silence La Prensa’s politically embar­ 
rassing criticisms of his regime. 
The devices were varied. Once on some . 
pretext the government seized the paper’s 
newsprint. Another time LaPrensa’s de­ 
livery trucks were penalized by the issu- I 
■nee of innumerable traffic tickets. 
For 
months now, police have kept a guard in 
the paper’s press room, blocking installa­ 
tion of a new press. 
But none of these maneuvers successful­ 
ly muzzled La Prensa, so a new and slight­ 
ly more subtle trick has now been resort­ 
ed to. 
The news vendors’ union, a government- 
aponsored organization, 
is picketing the 
paper’s offices and barring entry to its em­ 
ployes. 
The excuse for this tactic is La 
Prensa’s refusal to grant the union’s de­ 
mands for a monopoly on local distribution 
end 20 per cent of its want-ad revenue for 
• welfare fund. 
Publication has been suspended. Mean­ 
time, this “strike” has been encouraged by 
the Peron press, 
which strangely is not 
confronted by similar demands from the 
vendors. The government also has ignored 
•everal requests by the paper for 
police 
protection. 
Why 
has 
Peron concocted this thinly- 
disguised scheme to curb La Prensa** 
He has an election campaign coming up 
next year. More than a few aspects of his 
administration do not bear too close exam- 
ation, from all accounts. He can’t afford 
the kind of scrutiny he would get from an < 
independent news paper bent on telling 
people the truth. He wants a press which 
is nothing but a cheering section for him. 
For the good of Argentina, of Latin Am ­ 
erica, of all free peoples, his latest attempt 
to stifle La Prensa should fail, like all the 
others. Moreover, it ought to be loudly ad­ 
vertised everywhere for what it is.

DISLOCATED SYLLABLES 


English is a hard-to-pronounce language 
chiefly because there are few or no rules 
for placing the accent. 
Why 
are 
some 
words accented on the first syllable? Why 
are others accented on the second, 
the 
third, the fourth? 
To attempt to answer 
that question would require a large, and I 
fear, a very dull, book 
which 
actually 
wouldn’t answer the question, for there 
is no cut and dried rule to go by. 
Here is the reason: English is actually 
not A language, but a MIXTURE of lan­ 
guages — Low 
German 
(Anglo-Saxon), 
Norman and Modern French, Vulgar and 
Classic Latin, Greek, and miscellaneous 
borrowings from practically every other 
tongue in the world. Hence, there are no 
safe rules to guide us to "correct” pronun­ 
ciation—no rule, that is, except custom. 
Now this is another way of saying that 
dictionaries do not make correctness, nor 
do grammar books, nor do speech teach­ 
ers, nor do college professors, nor do news­ 
paper columnists. What is correct is what 
is customary. 
As I pointed out in a recent article, there 
is scarcely a word in the English language 
that still has its 
original 
pronunciation. 
What is correct today will bo incorrect to­ 
morrow. What is incorrect today will be 
accepted as best usage tomorrow, diction­ 
ary thumpers and long-haired professors 
to the contrary notwithstanding'. 
A few examples. Your dictionary will 
tell you to accent tile word primarily on 
the first syllable. But the customary pro­ 
nunciation accents the second syllable as: 
pryj-MEHR-uh-lee.

is 
KOM-buh- 
t’nt; but we accent 11v : 'cond 
syllable, 
tim-: kum-BAT’nt. A < ntmctor, viva the 
dictionary, is a kun-TRAK-ter.

Incomes Of 1600 Or Over Taxed; 
Couples Save On Joint Returns 


By JAM ES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON — </P)— lfyoui- 
1950 income was $600 or more, 
you must file an income tax re­ 
turn on it by midnight of March 
15, 1951, and pay in full any tax 
you owe. 
Even if you don’t owe any tax, 
you must still file the return if 
your income was $600 or more 
last year. 
This goes for every­ 
one. married or single, for even 
a child must file a return if he 
had that much income. 
Apply For Refund 
Most people had full tax with­ 
held from their pay during 
1950 
and don’t owe any now. 
Tile rule 
holds: 
So long as their income 
was $600 tho return must bo filed. 
What about people who 
had 
less than $600 income, like peo­ 
ple who worked only during the 
summer vacations? 
Do they have 
to file a return? 
They don’t have 
to. 
But no Income under $600 is 
taxable. 
And 
lf any tax 
was 
withheld from them the govern- 
ment will give them a refund. The 
only way they can get it is by 
filing a return, which points out 
what they made and what 
was 
withheld. 
Although income taxes 
were 
boosted 
by 
Congress 
in 
1950, 
there’s no change in how you fig­ 
ure your tax. 
You’ll just sec it’s 
higher, that’s all. 
More Raises Coming 
A couple of things are differ­ 
ent from last year but they affect 
mostly business and professional 
men and servicemen. 
Businessmen 
and 
professional 
men must— in addition to the reg­ 
ular income tax form—use a sep- 
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arate sheet called “Schedule C” 
for listing their deductions. 
This year Congress seems cer­ 
tain to raise taxes 
some 
more. 
But that will affect 1951 income 
only, not your 1950 
income or 
your tax return on 1950 income. 
Here are a couple of points to 
keep in mind: 
B e sure to sign your return. 
When husbands and wives file a 
joint return, both must sign it. 
In every case where the wife 
has no income, a 
couple 
can’t 
lose money by filing a joint re­ 
turn. 
And a joint return will save 
a couple money in 
most

where husband and wife both had 
income.

That’s because husbands 
and 
wives can split their income, each 
claiming half. 
This throws each

bracket, 
making the total tax smaller.

what’s left can bo taxed. 
Each person filing 
a 
return 
gets a $600 exemption for him ­ 
self and $600 for each dependent. 
Under the income tax law a 
wife is not considered a depen­ 
dent. 
But you get a $600 exemp­ 
tion for her if she had no income 
or files a joint return with you. 
Suppose she had income but it 
was under $600. 
Does she have to 
file a return? 
Not so long as it was under $600 
but unless she files jointly with 
you, reporting her undor-$600 in­ 
come, you got no exemption /oi­ 
lier. 
If her income was $600 or more, 
she must file a return, separately 
or jointly with you. 


Each Get Exemption 


If 
she 
files 
separately, 
she 
claims her own exemption on her 
return and you can claim 
only 
your own $600 exemptions on your 
return. 
But if she had $600 or more 
income and files jointly with you, 
you each get a $600 exemption on 
that joint return, or a total exemp­ 
tion of $1,200. 
The internal revenue collector 
has mailed most taxpayers 
the 
forms on which to file their re­ 
turns. 
If you haven’t received yours 
or need extras, you can get them 
from the internal revenue collec­ 
tor for your district. 
Many banks and post 
offices 
have forms for the asking. 
So 
do many employers who keep a 
supply on hand for their 
em­ 
ployes. 
You can pay your tax in cash 
or by check or postal money or­ 
der. 
Make the check or money 
order payable to the “Collector of 
Internal Revenue” for your dis­ 
trict

wise be rejected. Because he be­ 
lieves so profoundly in the need 
for a cooperative defense, unit­ 
ing the strength of the free world, 
Ike will not flinch 
under 
the 
burden.

DULUTH, Minn.— A big change 
is coming over the iron country of 
northern Minnesota as the focus 
turns more and more to taconite. 
That doesn’t mean 
the 
day 
of 
high grade ore is over. 
Not by 
many years. 
Minnesota may ship 
75 million tons 
of 
the 
precious 
stuff to the blast furnaces on the 
lower lakes in 1951. 
B u t mining engineers and steel 
people, who always are wonder­ 
ing about raw material for next 
year and the 
next 
decade, 
are 
looking with increasing hopeful­ 
ness to the time when 
the 
low 
grade ore known as taconite will 
go into production on a great com­ 
mercial scale. 
Several Problems 
A number of problems are to be 
solved before that happy circum ­ 
stance comes for Minnesota, which 
apparently .has more available tac­ 
onite than any other area on earth. 
Tackling 
those 
problems 
are 
some of the £ c s t brains in 
the 
business. 
The progress they are 
making was aired at the twelfth 
annual mining 
symposium 
held 
here last week under sponsorship 
of the University of Minnesota’s 
center for continuation study. 
The 
difficulty 
with 
taconite 
starts at the moment it is dug, or, 
more prope/ly, quarried. Most of 
the high grade ore of the Minne­ 
sota ranges is soft enough to be 
dug out of open pits with mechan­ 
ical shovels. 
Not so with tacon­ 
ite. 
The hard rock has to be drilled 
and blasted. 
The old methods of 
drilling holes for explosives would 
be slow and costly. 
So 
the 
machine-driven drills 
have been replaced by a patented 
process which is IO times as fast. 
Kerosene and oxygen burning to­ 
gether cut big holes at the rate of 
30 feet an hour. 
So you can put that problem 
down as pretty well under control, 
speakers at the symposium agreed. 
T hey’ll still try to sp^ed u p and 
cheapen the drilling, for the oxy­ 
gen is expensive. 
But taking out 
the taconite isn’t going to be any 
stumbling block. 
Nor Is the grinding of the hard 
rock and extracting the iron ore 
concentrate. 
Need Much W ater 
The chief difficulty In this pro­ 
cessing Is to get 
enough 
water, 
huge amounts are necessary. 
Chester Wilson, state conserva­ 
tion commissioner, 
recommended 
putting as many taconite plans as 
possible along the north shore of 
Lake Superior. “All information 
so far indicates that the lake will 
be able to take the tailings (re­ 
fuse) of taconite without pollu­ 
tion or other damage,” he told the 
350 persons registered for the ses­ 
sions.

W ASHINGTON—The

schedule of General Eisenhower’s 
split-second appearances in Wash­ 
ington was worked over with lov­ 
ing care for days before he re­ 
turned. It was the special concern 
of a high-level committee headed 
by Averell Harriman, adviser to 
President 
Truman 
on 
foreign 
policy. 
The committee was set up to 
try to make sure there would be 
no hitch in the program that puts 
such a heavy burden on Eisenhow­ 
er as star performer. So far as 
the public relations aspect is con­ 
cerned, the soldicr-diplomat has 
demonstrated repeatedly that he 
knows how to take care of him­ 
self. 
The news photograph made of 
Ike with his 
two 
grandchildren 
when he reached West Point was 
another proof of that. Anyone who 
could come through the gruelling 
three weeks moving from capital 
to capital and prime minister to 
prime minister and yet look as 
confident and as assured as the 
general did in that photograph has 
something 
the 
public 
instantly 
recognizes. 
A Good Soldier 
From the moment the president 
told Eisenhower that he wanted 
him to go to Europe, there was 
little doubt about the course of 
events. Ike was a soldier under 
orders moving on to a new com­ 
mand. 
He has promised to give IO days 
to two weeks to Columbia uni­ 
versity to wind up his work there. 
That will come after the Washin- 
ton go-round. Then with the bless­ 
ing of the trustees of Columbia, 
Eisenhower will take an indef­ 
inite leave of absence. 
Returning to Washington for a 
few days of additional briefing, 
of 
the 
North 
Atlantic defenses 
plans to sail for Europe and his 
permanent headquarters. He will 
be accompanied by his wife and 
the likelihood is that he will be 
gone 
a 
minimum of a year. If 
there is peace in the world, or 
comparative peace, in the spring 
of 1952 Eisenhower expects to turn 
the command over to someone else 
and return to America. 
At that point he takes posses­ 
sion once again of his own future, 
which could include a president­ 
ial nomination.

come a reality. One of the troub­ 
ling question marks is Spain. On 
Eisenhower’s visit 
to 
Portugal, 
Foreign Minister 
Paulo 
Cunha 
said: 
“Portugal is a lonely island In 
the sea, particularly since you per­ 
sist in making Spain a part of the 
sea. We cannot understand what 
our role in the defense of Western 
Europe is to be so long as your 
attitude toward 
Spain 
remains 
what it is.” 
Eisenhower sent this word back 
to the state and defense depart­ 
ments. A canvass of Western Eu­ 
ropean capitals 
was 
thereupon 
ordered to see if Spain could be 
brought into the picture in any 
one of three ways without upset­ 
ting present relationships— I. As 
a full member of the North At­ 
lantic organization; 2. As an in­ 
formal partner for European de­ 
fense; 3. Cooperating in defense 
with the United States alone on a 
unilateral 
base. 
General Franco 
seems to be working to make any 
solution as difficult as possible by 
such 
gestures 
as 
appointing 
as 
ambassador to Great Britain an 
avowed British hater. 
Another toughspot is German 
rearming. Believing that tin* ap­ 
proach thus far has been wholly 
wrong, Eisenhower’s prescription 
is to let the question of German 
rearmament simmer until the Ger­ 
mans themselves should take the 
initiative. 
Germany Is Suspicious 
When he disclosed the formula 
for German divisions arrived at 
during the Brussel* defense con­ 
ference, Prime Minister Rene P le­ 
ven startled

makers. This formula— five allied 
divisions to be armed for every 
German division given arms—had

Wednesday, Feb. 7 through noon 
of Holy Saturday, have been an ­ 
nounced by the Most Rev. Thomas 
L. Noa, Bishop of the M arquette 
diocese as follows: 
Law of Fasting 
Every day in Lent, except Sun­ 
day, is a day of fast. 
The law of fasting restricts a 
person to one full meal 
a 
day 
which may be taken either at noon 
or in 
the 
evening. 
Two 
other 
light meals, meatless, however are 
permitted, but at most the two 
combined must not equal another 
full meal. 
This law binds under pain of 
mortal sin all who are twenty-one 
years of age and have not begun 
their sixtieth year, except the fol­ 
lowing who are by law excused: 
the sick, the infirm, the convales­ 
cent, those engaged in hard work, 
the poor who cannot get sufficient 
food for the principal meal, and 
women bearing or nursing chil­ 
dren. 
Law of Abstinence 
The days of abstinence in Lent 
are all Fridays, Em ber Saturday 
and Holy Saturday and all Wed­ 
nesdays 
except 
Wednesday 
in 
Holy Week. 
The law of abstinence prohibits 
the eating of meat, broth and soup 
made 
substantially 
from 
meat; 
however, lard, suet, drippings, etc. 
may be used in preparing food. 
This law binds lintier 
pain 
of 
mortal sin all who have completed 
their seventh year unless they are 
excused by sickness. 
On the Wednesdays 
in 
I*cnt, 
except Ash Wednesday, and on 
Ember Saturday and Holy Satur­ 
day, in virtue of faculties granted 
by the Holy See, 
the

abstinence is d i s p e n s e d 
for 1 
those habitually 
e n g a g e d 
ie 
hard labor and also their famil­ 
ies. 
Therefore, those included in 
this dispensation 
who 
are 
still 
bound to fast may eat meat at the 
principal meal; 
those 
included 
who are not bound to fast may eat 
meat as often as they wish. 
Individual Dispensations 
Those not excused or dispensed 
in virtue of these regulations may 
not dispense themselves from the 
laws of fast or abstinence. 
Who- 
i vcr feels that his individual case 
merits special consideration should 
consult his parish priest or con­ 
fessor.

CHICAGO — (/Pi — Develop­ 
ment of a new method of preserv­ 
ing human bone for “bone banks” 
w’as announced by the Navy. 
It may allow storage of bones 
for surgical use for as much as 
seven years, compared to an es­ 
timated one year limit for bone 
preserved by a previous method 
involving storage in a deep-freeze 
cabinet. 
The new technique entails only 
a “quick-freeze,” followed up by 
drying in a vacuum — and then 
storage in sterile containers 
at 
room temperature. 
Storage Simplified 
Navy doctors said it had these 
further advantages over preserva­ 
tion by deep-freezing, or by an­ 
other previous method involving 
placement of unfrozen bone 
in 
antiseptic chemicals. 
1. Simplification of storage and 
transportation 
problems. 
Deep­ 
frozen bone must be kept in a big 
refrigerated cabinet. 
Bones pre­ 
served in antiseptics, while cap­ 
able of indefinite storage at room 
temperature, necessitate frequent 
changing in the chemical preser­ 
vations used. 
2. Better actual preservation of 
certain easily-damaged constitu­ 
ents of the bone. 
The new method was described 
to the 18th annual meeting of the 


American Academy of Orthopae­ 
dic surgeons by a team of doctors 
from the U. S. 
Naval 
medical 
school, Bethesda, Md. 
The team 
was headed by Capt. J'. P. Kreuz. 
They said six human patients 
have been bone-grafted with this 
new type of preserved bone and 
“they have apparently healed in 
a normal manner.” 
X-Ray Not Replaced 
In another report, Dr. Murray 
Copeland of Washington, D. C., 
said that radioactive materials of 
the atomic age are “far from re­ 
placing” radium and X-ray on 
any large scale in the treatment 
of cancer and allied diseases. 
The 
Georgetown 
University 
medical school doctor said 
that 
certain [radioisotopes 
are 
being 
employed to supplement “and, oc­ 
casionally, to replace X-rays and 
radium” in the treatment of such 
ailments. 
And he added thut widespread 
studies are underway designed to 
investigate 
further 
possibilities 
along this line with other isotopes, 
but he declared: 
“There are relatively few arti­ 
ficial radioisotopes out of a total 
of 750 w’hich have practical ap­ 
plication in the medical (treat­ 
ment) field at the present time.” 
He pointed out, however, that a 
number 
of 
these 
atomic 
sub­ 
stances are proving of value in 
the diagnosis of various diseases.

NEW YORK—It may surely be­ 
come temptingly possible to apply 
a federal collar to civilian man­ 
power in the dreary days ahead— 
and, indeed, Mr. Truman and co­ 
horts have already spaded up the 
ground with one of 
those stock 
threats they get off every so often. 
This is the implied club over 
the head of labor, which certain­ 
ly would settle the government in 
the habit of economic dictatorship, 
almost amounting to slavery. The 
idea of complete labor control was 
seriously entertained in the last 
war, especially by the late Harry 
Hopkins. 
It got yelled down as 
insulting to the home folks. 
There is a 
delicate 
difference 
between the draft of labor and 
the draft of manpower for mili­ 
tary purposes. 
Somehow a 
guy 
will quit a good-paying job and 
allow himself to be shipped to 
get shot at in a current equivalent 
to Siberia in the name of Mars, 
but will scream like a wounded 
horse if you tell him you want him 
to work in Newark when he feels 
more in the mood for Brooklyn. 
Nazis Learned Lesson 
It is odd that you can draft a 
man to fight. 
He will beef, but 
he will fight. Draft the same man 
to work in a factory and he cuts 
down his principal function. Shift 
him to a place he does not wish 
to inhabit and he can become a 
Wiley saboteur. 
One of the bitter 
lessons the Germans learned with 
slave labor was that it was awful 
tough to keep it busy, and doubly 
difficult to divert it 
from 
sabo­ 
tage. 
The entertainment of an 
idea 
for a gross labor draft would be 
unique in our history to date—to 
tell a man or woman where, when, 
and how he must work, and for 
how much—and would probably 
spell the wreckage of a land which 
so far has bumbled along on an 
approximation of free enterprise. 
It would hammer the last spike 
into Hie structure of a police state, 
and is pretty horrifying to think 
about. 
The harsh direction of unwilling 
labor demands the establishment 
of what the Russians call commis­ 
sars; what might 
generally 
be 
known in gangster terms as “en­ 
forcers.” To tell a man to uproot 
his homo in Denver and proceed 


to factory “X ” in Oakland, Calif , 
or to send a female typist to labor 
in a radar plant in Seattle when 
she would rather plug a switch­ 
board in South Carolina is a sad 
and bitter business, 
calling 
for 
tough executives. Too many tough 
executives can get out 
of 
hand 
and swim selfishly free-style in a 
labor-pool. 
Priorities Solve Problem 
Short of martial law there is no 
reason to allow the state to take 
over the direction of civilian labor, 
and even martial law is a debat­ 
able situation that should be char­ 
ily delivered into the hands of 
anybody. 
There is no 
necessity 
for direct administration of man­ 
power by the Washington 
boys, 
when a more suitable control can 
achieve the same end without the 
possibility of vicious abuse. 
This, according to wise men ns 
experienced as Bernard 
Baruch, 
would be the .simple application 
of priorities to industry. If a man 
would wish, say, to manufacture 
television sets instead 
of 
radar 
equipment in a time 
global ten­ 
sion, you just wouldn’t give him 
the raw materials he needed for 
his frivolities. 
You put him out 
of business subtly. 
You do not have to take a work­ 
er by the nape of his neck and 
hurl him cross-countrv to labor in 
the widget factory. You just close 
up the gizmo factory in which he 
has been 'gaming overtime, and 
hint gently that work may be had 
in Dead Dog, Dakota, where they 
are 
making 
vital 
fillers 
for 
WAC’s lipsticks. Man goes of his 
own volition. 
Or don’t eat. 
The enslavement of the 
many 
by the few is relatively easy 
to 
contrive in a time of war. 
We 
lead easy: we follow 
fast. 
Tho 
quality of our current leadership 
is not high, nor are the motives 
of the mighty free from healthy 
suspicion. We will 
undoubtedly 
hold very 
still 
for 
a 
military 
draft, but when they 
start 
that 
happy talk about 
a 
government 
mobilization 
of 
all 
manpower, 
which means wnmnnpowcr, too. 
von better balk, holler whoa and 
kick out a slat. 
The entire con­ 
cept. of manpower control is too 
easily amenable to abuse.

Tremendous changes have oc­ 
curred in the public attitude to­ 
ward treatm ent of children dur­ 
ing the past 50 years, it was stat- 
i ed by Robert O. Gillespie, of Es­ 
canaba. in a talk Thursday even­ 
ing at a meeting of the Lincoln 
BTA. 
Gillespie, 
who 
is 
with 
the 
Michigan children’s 
welfare de­ 
partment, said that formerly the 
treatm ent of children 
was 
de­ 
pendent on the whim and emo­ 
tional 
and 
economic 
needs 
of 
parents. 
Today 
there 
are 
recognized 
processes for taking care of child­ 
ren, he said. He said that early in 
the twentieth 
century 
a public 
school was established at 
Cold­ 
water, Mich., for 
the 
care 
of 
neglected 
children, 
and 
later 
laws were passed to provide for 
the welfare of children, to pro­ 
tect them 
against 
exploration, 
and to provide corrective treat­ 
ment in juvenile courts. 
In such cases, he said, parental 
authority becomes subordinate to 
the state. 
Parents Set Behavior 
He exp.ainee! that the behav­ 
ior of children is invariably pat­ 
terned atter that of their parents, 
and 
if children 
become 
delin­ 
quent it is because of 
parental 
failure. 
The state’s probate system is 
based on the presumption that no 
chih* under 17 years of age can 
commit 
a crime, 
and 
minors, 
therefore, are 
handled 
through 
.he 
probate courts. 
Delinquent 
children can be brought into court 
on a petition verified by informa­ 
tion and belief issued by the pro­ 
bate judge. 
Treatm ent usually involves first 
a warning to parents followed by 
probat.on if the delinquency con­ 
tinues. 
If 
conditions 
w arrant 
children may be placed in public 
oi private institutions where the 
proper moral environment is pro­ 
vided and adequate medical 
and 
educational care furnished.

Proposed legislation designed to 
reduce the commercial
